TAX RATE SET AT $62.60 

Wilmington’s 1957 Tax Rate 
-will be $62.80, Principal As- 
sessor Fred Calabrese announc- 
ed Tuesday afternoon. The rate 
is an increase of $4.80 dn the 
tax of last year, but is lower 
than was anticipated as a re- 
sult of the Town Meeting. 

An increase in the valuation 
to $16,775,000, more than was 
expected was credited towards 
the lower than expected rate. 
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N. E.GAS & BOARD OF APPEALS

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The New England Gas Products 
Qmpany will have a second 
hearing before the Board of Ap 
peals of the Town of Wilming- 
ton, on July 11th, in the Town 
Hall. 

The almost unprecedented move 
of the Board of Appeals in 
granting a second hearing be- 
fore two years had expired is 
the result of an agreement 
made in Cambridge Court last 
week. 

New England Gas originally 
had been heard, in the present 
case, in the Town Hall on the 
14th of March, with the hear- 
ing continued for two weeks 
to the Bth. An adverse decis- 
ion was given shortly after- 
wards to the company which 
wants to establish an acety- 
lene gas manufacturing plant 
on 30 acres of land near the 
Town Fam bridge, on Main St. 

At the time of the first hear 
ing the Gas Company made no 
wmswer to a question by the 
Town Manager, a question which 
asked if New England Gas 
would ‘be willing to covenant 
to build its entire plant in 
this town’. 

Other points of contention at 
that time included a proposal 
by the Gas Company to have a 
one acre area enclosed by a 
dike, for the storage of a 
by-product, slaked lime. Town 
Manager Joseph Courtney object 
ed before the Board of Appeals

North Wilmington, Massachusetts., 
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ROUTE 28 

A few weeks ago we told our people that the 
Commonwealth was taking some land in Wilmingtom 
4s the first step for the preparatiai of the 
new Route 28, to go thraigh this town. 

We are told that a taking of land is gener- 
ally about four or five months ahead of the 
beginning of construction, in a given area. If 
this is true emstruction in the very southern 
part of Wilmingtgn should start sometime this 
fall, and further we will be able to judge 
when construction is to start in other parts of 
the town by the timing of the takings in those 
parts. 

Without doubt the impact of Route 28 will be 
one of the most tremendous things that has ever 
happened to this tom. 

Many of the eyes of Wilmington, and of out- 
siders too, are turned on the "southern' indus- 
trial zone.’ This will be the first to be dev- 
eloped, without a doubt, and there is plenty of 
buzzing at the present moment around ;that area, 
as prospective purchasers try to get land. 

But it is the "northern" industrial zone 
which intrigues us at this moment. 

Consider Boston. Taxwise, the city fathers 
have been complaining that while many people 
work in Boston they live in the suburbs.’ They, 
the city fathers, complain that this is a bur- 
den, an unfair burden on Boston. 

The "northern" zone, in Wilmingtm will be 
only 10 or 15 minutes driving time from New 
Hampshire. When it fills up with industry, as 
we have no doubt it will, we would not be sur- 
prised to learn that many of the workers in 
those industries will be living in New Hamp- 
shire, and taking advantage of the tax situat- 
ion in that state.

SECOND CALL TO DINNER 


At the time of the Board of Appeals hearing 
last spring which resulted in turning down the 
iNew England Gas Aplicatim, William F. "Agree- 
/able" Smith characterized the proceedings as 
| "inviting a man to dinner and then closing the 
door in his face". 

Now, it turns out, New England Gas is to 
have a second invitation. Whether or not the 
‘door will be closed this time is a question 
that. time alone can solve. 

A lot has happened since 
the door was closed in the 
Gas. 

When New England Gas took the case to court 
there was a questim in our mind as to the ef- 
ficacy of such a move. Courts are well known 
for their general support of any decision of @ 
Board of Appeals, and unl26s New England Gas 
‘could prove something was in error, or other- 
wise wrong, they didn't, in our opinim stand a 
chance of winning. 

But, as all old Yankees know, going to court 
means a lot more than just a chance to stand up 
and argue things before the judge and jury, and 
the evidence seems to point that ‘this may have 
been the case in this instance. 

Mr. Cutter, the attorney for New England Gas 
is well knawn for his abilities to arrive at 
"settlements", which means that the judge isn't 
called for a decisim, but that the two parties 
have agreed to agree. It would appear that a 
settlement is in the offing, in this instance 
too. 

A report which has gained credence around 
town for the past month was that New England 
Gas was willing to take out a $2,000,000 insur- 
ance policy, guaranteeing the town and its in- 
habitants against any damage caused by their 
plant. Uther features have also been reported, 
features which are not yet entirely clear, but 
which will undoubtedly be brought out and dis- 
cussed at the Second Invitatim to Dinner. 


SAY IT AGAIN, BUT DIFFERENTLY 

Sometime this month we will all be invited to 
a special town meeting where we can, if we 
still wish it, vote that we would like to have 
a new school at the Glen Road site. 

The Bmergency Finance Commission has refused 
to approve the $800,000 we voted last spring. 
For technical reasons they cannot approve a

Rprove. In order for the bonds tp be marketed, 
they have to be authenticated by a recognized 
and established legal firm that certifies that 
the bmd issue meets all legal requirements. 
Neither of the two Boston firms which do this 
will authenticate bonds issued on the basis of 
the EFC approving a smaller amount than that 
which the Town voted. That is, the approval of 
only a smaller amount infers that there is a 
potential defect in the validity of the amount. 
The Emergency Finance Commissi m has recom- 
mended that the Town vote the amount which they 
will approve, and it is only good sense to go 
along with their recommendation, particularly 
as this will not. be our last trip to them, if 
we are to build still more schools, build sew- 
ers, etc.

TRANSPORTATION AND WILMINGTON 

The Boston & Maine Railroad proposal to cut 
train service in such places as Medford and 
Somerville should not be, and is not of immedi- 
ate interest to the average person in Wilming- 
ton, but in the long run it may so become. 

We in Wilmington are in no small degree de- 
pendent on this railroad. 

The railroad every year states that it loses 
maey transporting riders. Just recently we saw 
an increase in fares, designed to increase the 
revenues of the railroad, but undoubtedly mak-= 
ing a few more persons turn to their autos for 
transportation to and from Boston. 

At the same time we hear consistently stor- 
ies of the MTA losing maey every year. 

If the cut in service by the B& is made as 
planned, there will be without doubt sae in- 
crease in TA receipts, and some decrease in 
B&M losses. 

In other words, Wilmington commuters will 
get to Boston a little quicker, and the chances 
of an increase in rates will be decreased at 
the same time. 

We are, of course, a little sorry for some 
of the people in those cities which are to be 
affected by the new move, but it is indeed an 
ill wind that blows no’ one good.

history, seventy-one people 
have joined.the church. 
Thirty-three of this number 
have been baptized by Rev 
Fliot Castillo, the church's 
pastor, The balance, al ready 
having been baptized by immer- 
sion, came into the membership 
by letter or statement of 
their Christian experience. 
Over the first year’s period, 
the church, in its overall 
ministry, has been directly or
